The United States has grown industrially almost entirely since the 
war between the states. The great corporations, which at one time threat­ 
ened the existence of the government itself, have proven a boon to the 
development of the country, for they have done in a hall eentuiy what 
would have required ages of individual el fort to have accomplished, if 
ever it could have been done. 
I lie question is often asked, why do men, 
after they attain a million or ten million dollars of wealth, continue the 
struggle ? The answer is perhaps found in the American habit of want­ 
ing something to do; something with which to occupy the time, and men 
find more pleasure and amusement and entertainment iii doing business 
along the lines to which they have been accustomed than seeking new 
fields. They would rather wear out than rust out, hence keep at the 
old game, not from a pure sense of gain, except that gain be of power. 
Business to them is a game, and in playing the game they have woiked to 
an end more wisely than they realized.

Secretary Lane, in his report, relates a few stragggling incidents show­ 
ing wherein we had* not developed the country prior to our entrance 
into tile war, but had so well prepared the way it was not long until our 
industrial independence was almost complete and is growing stronger 
all the time. 
Our chemists, battling against the renowned chemists of 
Germany, soon had overcome the deficiencies due to the war. 
In I9I4 
when the kaiser started to build a highway of blood across Europe and 
Asia, the United States found itself cut off from its usual supplies of 
dyes. It was quite a serious menace for a time, and the excuse for rais­ 
ing prices on many goods. A footnote in the secretary’s report shows 
that not only have manufactures already in existence been expanded, but 
new factories have been established, until now the country manufactures 
practically everything required along chemical lines. 
The increase in capital employed in chemical lines in 1915 was $65,- 
, 565,000; in 1916, $99,244,000, and in 1917, $65,861,000. 
These are in­ 
creases, not totals of capital employed. New chemical industries are be­ 
ing opened at an unprecedented rate. Before the war ninety per cent, of 
the artificial colors and dyes were imported, with only five or six con­ 
cerns engaged in the business in this country, whereas now there are over 
ninety of these making special colors and over loo making crudes and in­ 
termediates. 
Sulphuric acid has doubled in production. 
By-product 
cooking has doubled. Light oil, which contains the benzene and tuolene 
needed in explosives, jumped from 7,500,000 gallons in 1914 to 60,000,- 
000 gallons in 1917, and is being further increased. Ammonia produc­ 
tion has increased loo per cent. Gasoline production 
has doubled. 
Potash importation from Germany was stopped by the war, which stimu­ 
lated production in this country to 14,023 tons, a small amount, but for 
whicli sodium is being substituted except in agriculture. Chile saltpetre 
was the basis for most of our nitric acid, used in making explosives, but 
synthetic nitrogen plants are under construction, and we have large 
quantities of coal tar ammonia which can be used for munitions if neces­ 
sary. Before the war 40,000 tons of barite were imported from Ger­ 
many, and now five companies are producing the article from deposits in 
Tennessee, Kentucky, Virginia and Missouri. 
Upon Spain dependence 
was had for pyrite, but ocean tonnage was not always available after 
the war started and reliance could not be placed on that source.

.story of the development of American deposits is almost romantic, as 
told by the secretary:

KITCHEN IN BRYAN 


From Tuesday’s Daily Eagle 
Miss M artha Gillespie, county girls 
club agent, has returned from the state 
m eeting at Dallas, held last week, fill­ 
ed with am bition to greatly expound 
the work in this county. 
She has a 
desire to establish in Bryan, as the 
county seat, a dem onstration kitchen, 
and there give dem onstrations of her 
work to the women an d ,g irls of the 
county in cooking, canning, preserv­ 
ing and drying of fruits and vegetables 
for home consum ption or for sale, as 
m ight be desired. 
“Brazos county, I 
find, 
like 
the 
prophet in his own country, is consid­ 
erably behind other Texas counties in 
this work, notw ithstanding we have 
the college rig h t within fifteen m in­ 
utes' ride,” she said. "It seem s strange 
that advantage is not taken of this 
fact. 
If I could establish this dem ­ 
onstration kitchen and needed help in 
any way, all I would have to do would 
be to telephone the college and I would 
get it in a few minutes. 
“My idea of this kitchen, ’’she said, 
“would be to have a stove and such 
cooking utensils as m ight be needed, 
a few dishes, and a cupboard or kitch­ 
en cabinet in which to store things 
when not in use. 
I would like also 
to have a room large enough to place 
chairs and a table or two for purposes 
of dem onstration, and at the sam e tim e 
afford a renting place for the ladies 
in from the country.

That was almost literally the conversation that has led to the 
oj>ening of five mines yielding 400 tons a day, which it is promised 
before the winter is over will be increased to a thousand tons a day; 
and 30,000 tons a month is more than 15 good ships could bring 
from Spain to our coast if kept in a continuous circle.
